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“Our ne: . ‘said ‘President 
Roosevelt in his address to Congress yester- 
day, is to protect and perpetuate the 
integrity of demoeracy.“ Democracy he 
called the most humane, the most ad- 
vanced and the most unconquerable pf all 
forms of human society.” In those two 
sentences lies the secret of the United 
States’ foreign policy. The President’s 
speech must have been a disappointment 
to innumerable listeners not only in 
America, but in Great Britain and 
throughout the British Commonwealth ; 
for he said nothing—nothing whatsoever— 
on the subject of help for Great Britain 
in, her fight against the totalitarian 
Powers. Yet he was not inconsistent. 
When he reasserted his, and his country’s, 
faith in democracy, he was stating the 
bases of his policy—a policy which, surely, 
he has announced often enough in practice. 
The United States has promised that she 
will afford all the help in her power, to 
It will take the form not 
of men—for there are men enough—but of 
aircraft, ships, guns, ammunition, and. all 
the materia] which Britain so sadly lacks 
at present. ‘This scrt of help, in theory, 
will not bring the United States into the 
war; in fact, as everyone with half an eye 
can perceive, she becomes one of the most 
active and most formidable of the belli- 
gerents. Everybody in England regards 
Russia as an enemy, since Russia is known 
to be supplying Germany with arms and 
raw material: how much more important 
is America, on whose far greater flow of 
supplies depends not merely the victory, 
but the very existence, of the British race? 
It would be foolish to deny that some 
Americans are disturbed about their 
country’s position. They believe that her 
behaviour is such as at any moment to 
provoke a declaration of war by Germany, 
and they believe also that the President, 
having gone so far, will be compelled by 
force of circumstances to declare war 
himself: in either event, as they hold, the 
United States must be embroiled. Mr. 
Joseph Kennedy, 
the Court of St. James, is, apparently, 
one of these questioners. He seems to 
suspect that the Axis Powers will be com- 
pelled to declare war upon America if the 
President persists in his present policy, 
and, while favouring Great Britain, argues 
that his country’s first duty is to herself. 
She is not, he thinks, in any position to 
fight, and ought, not to challenge a quarrel 
for the time being. 

On the other hand, American opinion 
is crystallising in a most remarkable 
fashion on Britain’s behalf. Only three 
months ago Mr. Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt and Mr. Wendell Willkie were 
at loggerheads One was the Democratic, 
the other the Republican, candidate for 
the Presidency; and the fact that they 
were at agreement on all the major 
points vt foreign, if not of domestic, 
policy did; not make them any. better 
disposed towards each other. Within that 
short space of three months the success- 
ful and the unsuccessful candidate have 
been reconciled. Mr. Willkie will start 
for Great Britain by air to-morrow, bear- 
ing what is described as ‘‘a very 
pleasant personal note’’ to the Prime 
Minister of England from the President 
of the United States; and there are 
(whispers already that Mr. Willkie ‘may 
find himself the next United States’ 
Ambassador to Great Britain. This recon- 
ciliation between two professional enemies 
is a matter of no small significance. 
President Roosevelt came into power on 
the “small man's” vote: Mr. Wendell 
Willkie was the standard-bearer ‘of 
big business,” Wall Street, the great 
financiers and industrialists of the United 
States. If he is willing to act in concert 
with the President in regard to the 
European war, it is a signal—or, by all 
accounts, ought to be a signal—that 
American opinion on the subject cannot 
be very far from unanimity. There is 
abundant evidence in support of this 
belief. The latest Gallup poll —one 
of those curious cross-sections of public 
opinion which the Americans seem to 
have the money and inclination to devise 
shows that, whereas some months ago 
there was a strong feeling against the 
despatch of American ships to the 
European “danger zones, it is by no 
means so strong nowadays. The United 
States, in a sentence, has taken alarm. 
Realising that their army, navy and air 
force are far weaker than they ought to 
be, the American -people have found 
themselves confronted with the possi- 
bility of a war on two fronts. Japan is 
in no mood for a fight, since she is poor 
and well-nigh exhausted, but she may be 
driven by her Axis partners into a 
declaration of war; and if by any chance 
the British Navy should find itself unable 
to hold the Atlantic, the prospect of a 
German landing on the American 
Continent is not, in Sir Thomas Browne's 
phrase, beyond all conjecture.~ Govern-. 
ment supporters and isolationists are 
in agreement to this extent—that the 
United States must reinforce her 
defences. Where they differ is in the 
method of reinforcement. Ought all the 
money be spent on American rearmament 
—that is the ‘isolationist’. view—or is 
it wiser to concentrate on the strengthen- 
ing of Britain, and, behind the screen of 


the Royal Navy, to make the United 


States, by slower stages, a military nation 

—as the Government holds? As it 

appears, the latter view will prevail.

Civil Service English and the pedantic, 
circumlocufory language of official 
documents’ issued by Government offices 
have come in for hard knocks in Eng- 
land recently. They have been attacked 
in anger; they have been attacked in 
laughter. They have been criticised 
severely by those persons whose sense of 
“good English” had been outraged; 
they have been ridiculed by everybody 
who wag blessed with a sense of humour. 
The complaints were not of bad grammar, 
but of the verbose and pompous manner 
in which even the simplest statements 
are phrased. Nelson’s famous words on 
the eve of battle, for instance—‘‘ Eng- 
land expects every man this day to do 
his duty’’—probably would be expressed 
in the twentieth century in jargon some- 
thing like: The Department of the 
Minister of War hereby gives notice that 
all able-bodied males appointed in His 
Majesty’s fighting services shall at the 
appointed hour, and according to 
assignation, report themselves to their 
several dispositions.“ This sort of 
language, however, flourishes in other 
Places besides the offices in Whitehall.

Higher Income Tax 


The coming sittings of Parliament

DRIVE TO THE CAPITOL 


After the Church Service Mr. Roosevelt 
and his family returned to the White House 
in an oper car. They were greeted by 
enthusiastic cheers from the crowds lining 
the route. Mr. Roosevelt later left the White 
House to drise up broad and. beflagged 
Pennsylvania avenue to the Capitol amid 
cheering throngs. The various ceremonies 
had al! the o lour of past inaugurations, but 
a new meaning because of events abroad. 

Washington was so crowded that some 
visitors who came by car brought trailers 
in which to live and the railway companies 
gave their passengers a temporary home in 
- — eities established in railway 
yards. 

Thousands of people stamped and shouted 
as President Roosevelt waved his silk hat 
to the crowd along the route. The crowd 
was estin.ated at over 75,000. A huge escort, 
of police and Secret Service men guarded Mr. 
Roosevelt as he drove to the Capitol, which 
he reached shortly before mid-day (Washing- 
ton time). The cortége was preceded by a 
large body of police motor cyclists, while 
four army truck. carrying anti-aircraft and 
machine-guns travelled alongside. 


THE SWEARING-IN _ 


Mr: Charles Hughes, Chief Justice of the 
United States, administered the oath to Mr. 
Roosevelt. Mr. Wallace was sworn in as 
Vice-President by Mr, Garner. President 
Roosevelt, standing bareheaded in the chilly 
air, then turned towards the vast audience 
to deliver his inaugural address, his emphatic 
delivery being frequently interspersed with 
fervent applause. 1 

Mighty cheeis swelled up from the multi- 
tude in the Plaza beneath the Capitol’s sun- 
flecked dome as the President reached his 
concluding passage: We do not retreat, we 
are not content to stand still.“ He then 
re-entered his ca. to return to the White 
‘House.

In a recent interview published in the 
American Press, Marshal Petain declared that 
France ‘intends to associate herself with 
the organisation of the European continent 
and co-operate loyally in the hope of 
establishing a solid and durable peace in

Operations in and around Kassala, which 
was re-occupied by British íorces on Satur- 
day, had resolved themselves into a gigantic 
military game of chess, which continued for 
over six months between a small British force 
and more than two Italian divisions, says 
the Press Association. It ended in what was 
described by a military expert in London 
yesterday as a* major defeat of an enemy 
vastly superior in numbers. : 

During the entire operations since July 
Italian casualties, including wounded, are 
estimated at: between 1,700 and 2,000. 

The operations, said the military expert, 
form u favourable comparison with those 
taking place in Libya, and emphasise what 
happens to a commander who shuts himself 
up and rests inert in any position whatever. 

Kassala lies on the Sudan-Eritrean frontier, 
and ever since the Italians entered it on 
July 4 the Commander of the British forces 
had kept them guessing by carrying out 
almost daily patrols and manceuvring into 
positions, often following short and sharp 
engagements in which many Italians were 
killed or captured. In this way he deployed 
his forces to such advantage that the Italians 
ultimately realised that their position in 
Kassala was untenable and withdrew, leaving 
this important town once more in British 
hands. ! 

It has been an extraordinary military 
operation, comprising a war of mancuvre 
carried out by a small force, which compelled 
a major force to evacuate all the positions it 
has occupied, says the P.A. This was accom- 
plished by nibbling at the Italian lines of 
communication and by an almost unbroken 
series of minor succeases. With the occupa- 
tion of Kassala the Italians were in a very 
strong position, and constituted a serious 
threat to the Sudan as a whole. They were 
heavily reinforced, and at one time it looked 
as if they intended too launch a big attack. 
From then on it became the task of the 
small British force to harass them and keep 
them “on the hop.“ 


SMALL FORCES 


Britain’s forces were. ridiculously small for 
the task they had to perform. Every now 
and again British artillery shelled the Italian 
advance troops and at times inflicted quite 
heavy. losses. In the latter part of August 
the British started manœuvres to the north 
of Kassala and early in September gave the 
Italians another shelling, inflicting about 300

FRENCH INDO-CHINA 


Consequent upon the sudden alteration in 
the g are situation last June, a change 
occurred in the relations between Japan and 
French Indo-China, resulting in the closing 
of the frontier between French Indo-China 
and China itself and the entry by agreement 
of Japanese armed forces into French Indo- 
China. Negotiations were now proceeding 
in Tokyo in a friendly atmosphere on the 
basis of Notes exchanged between the French 
Ambassador and himself in August. 

The realisation by France of the neces- 

sity for co-operation with Japan in the light 
of the new situation in the world in general, 
and in East Asia in particular, is responsible 
for this development. 
Concerning the French Indo-China-Thailand 
quarrel, he said that Japan could not afford 
to remain indifferent to such a dispute. 
which they hoped would be settled at the 
earliest possible onportunity. 

Turning to Soviet Russia, he said: 
tmost efforts are being made to remove 
mutual misunderstanding and, if possible, 
to bring about a fundamental and far- 
reaching adjustment of diplomatic relations. 
“We are pursuing negotiations at this 
moment upon such questions as the frontier 
demareatio between Manchukuo and outer 
Mongolia, fisheries and Japanese concessions 
in North Sakhalin. Some of these pending 
issues are now well on the way to achieve- 
ment. 


WORLD WAR DANGER 


Mr. Matsuoka said that since notifyin 
Japan of the abrogation of the treaty o 
commerce and navigation in July, 1939, the 
United States had been enforcing a succession 
of embargoes or restrictions on exports to 
Japan of aircraft, arms and ammunition and 
other important war materials. 
The British Dominions and Colonies are 
interfering in various ways with Japan’s ship- 
ping. The Japanese Government — lodged 
protests against such actions on each occa- 
sion, but this tendency has recently been so 
greatly aggravated that no other course is 
left to-Japan. but to go forward with the pro- 
cess of perfecting herself as a State highly 
organised for national defence ; 
“The United States had evinced no ade- 
quate understanding that a sphere of common 
prosperity throughout greater East Asia is 
of special concern to Japan, and apparently 
entertained the idea that her own first line 
of national detence must lie in mid-Atlantic 
in the East, and in the West not only in the 
Eastern Pacific, but also as far away as 
China and the South Seas. 
“I for one believe that such a position 
assumed by the United States would not be 
calculated to contribute towards the pro- 
motion of world peace 

Speaking frankly, I would regret ex- 
tremely that attitude of the United States— 
for the sake of Japanese-American friendship, 
for the sake of peace in the Pacific, and for 
the sake of the peace of the world in general. 
“The prevailing confusion of the inter- 
national situation shows no signs of subsid- 
ing, but, on the contrary, it tends to in- 
crease. ' 
“Should the United States unfortunately 
become involved in the European War and 
should Japan, too, be compelled to take part 
in that conflict, it would bring about another 
great world war both in name and reality. 
precipitating a situation that would defy all 
attempts to save it. 
“If war should thus take 
course, unleashing formidable new weapons 
which have not hitherto been used, no one 
could guarantee that it would yot develop 
into a conflict svelling the dowels of modern 
civilisation.—( Reuter. )

PY HE recent aero-naval encounter in the 
Sicilian Channel calls for some 
analysis. It was a fairly clear-cut 

issue of air versus naval craft. he mission 
of the latter was to escort to Greece a con- 
voy of war material—which mission was 
accomplished successfully. As far as is 
known, all the material arrived at its destina- 
tion. The mission of the attacking | yen 
was apparently not to stop this icular 
convoy, but to strike at the escorting war- 
ships. Evidently, if these can be finished, 
all convoying of every kind automatically 
comes to an end. 

Now, the Italo-Germans made the attack 
with aircraft exclusively—after a preliminary 
destroyer effort. One British ship was lost, 
the cruiser os ga, (9,100 tons, 12 6in. 

uns, 33 knots). his ship was a sort of: 

ybrid ‘‘light-heavyweight ' type. 

Only a sailor could really pronounce on 
such a point; but 9,000 tons seems a lot for 
a 6-in. gun ship. But it was the aircraft 
carrier, Illustrious (23,000 tons, 16 4.5 dual 
purpose guns. 30 knots) which was singled 
out. Jor special attack—which was kept up, 
practically, as long as light served. 

Illustrious is a new ship, and, although 
receiving direct hits, she was able to make 
Valletta. An old-type carrier of the con- 
verted liner class would not have managed 
this. In Valletta the ship has been the 
object of renewed attack, and appears to 
have suffered some further damage. Valletta 
is only 110 sea miles from Catania—half-way 
up the East coast of Sicily. No doubt, we 
shall hear of still further attacks on the 
ship while she remains at Valletta. On the 
other side of the account, the Axis lost the 
Vega, a 600-ton torpedo-boat, and a consider- 
able number of planes. 


CONVOY GOT THROUGH 


It- Would seem, thus, as if the balance of 
advantage lay with the Axis, but this is a 
one-sided view. The essential thing was that 
the convoy got through. Contrast this with 
convoys from Italy to Africa or Albania. 
Take the following about the British sub- 
marine, Pandora—‘‘ has sunk two Italian 
supply ships in the Central Mediterranean 
both were south-bound. One of them was seen 
to have a deck cargo of motor-transport.”’ 
Aircraft attack may, unquestionably, make 
things more difficult for the British—but it 
will not restore the Italian sea-communica- 
tions to what they were before the invasion 
of Greece. 

Apparently the British practice as to 
Mediterranean convoys is one of relay. The 
Gibraltar squadron escorts as far as Cape 
Bon, where the stronger Alexandria fleet 
takes over for the remainder of the voyage. 
Malta—despite the difficulty of keeping it 
supplied and the numerous raids on it—proves 
to be still an invaluable half-way house. If 
the British secured possession of Tobruk— 
some 350 air miles west of Alexandria—their 
general situation would, obviously, be very 
materially improved. 

The siege of Tobruk seems to be very 
similar to that of Bardia. The British have 
encircled the place with mobile troops, which 


INDO-CHINESE 
NAVAL FIGHT 


FRENCH ADMIRALTY 


CLAIMS 
— €—

VICHY, Monday. 

A French Admiralty communiqué issued 
to-day describes the action between French 
and Thailand vessels: on Friday last as 
practically destroying the Thailand force. 

The cruiser, motte-Piquet, and the 
patrol vessels, Dumont Durville, Admiral 
Charner, Tahure and Marne, made contact on 
January 17 with two Thailand armoured 
coast defence vessels and three torpedo 
boats, the communiqué says. 

The battle was engaged in very difficult 
conditions for navigation, but the Thailand 
force was almost entirely destroyed. One coast 
defence vessel was seen to sink stern first in 
flames. Two torpedo boats and probably a 
third were destroyed. 

“ There was no loss either of men or 
material on the French side. 

“In Vichy the success obtained by our 
Navy in Indo-China is regarded as all the 
more remarkable, since, on the one hand, the 
Thailand ships destroyed were all very modern 
vessels, and, on the other hand, the Thailand 
squadron might have thought itself in safety 
in the anchorage of Kochang, protected on 
the seaward side by a number of reefs, in the 
midst of which a surprise attack appeared 
impossible. 

“The armoured coast defence vessel which 
was sunk is of the Ayuthia type, a vessel of 
2,200 tons, built two years ago in the 
Kawasaki yards, and armed with four 8-inch 
guns, strongly protected, and well equipped 
with anti-aircraft guns. 

The three torpedo boats in the anchorage 
were modern vessels, built in the Monfalcone 
yards four or five years ago. These vessels, 
with a speed of 31 knots, were armed with 
six torpedo tubes and strong anti-aircraft 
artillery, including three 76 mm. (3- inch) 

uns and two 20 mm. guns. We thus had to 
5 with quite modern vessels. 

It is probable that the French veasels 
penetrated the channels through the reefs in 
two or three groups during the night, and 
attacked at dawn with the vigour and success 
already described.“

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HE world must discover new economic 
T foundations, and in this conntry we 

might give a lead to the world * 
our experiments, not from the top, but from 
the bottom, beginning by treating all adult 
workers as the back-bone of the nation and 
giving them a stake in the country. 

This was stated by Mr. Fred. M. Summer- 
field in an address at yesterday 's weekly 
luncheon of the Dublin Rotary Club in the 
Gresham Hotel. 

Mr. Summerfield said that masses of 
workers were condemned to live in squalor, 
dirt and disease, and when in peace-time it 
was suggested that these slums should be 
wiped out the cry went up that they could 
not be removed ause of the cost. Now 
these countless thousands of people see that 
money could be found at the rate of millions 
a day for mutual slaughter. Enthusiasm for 
civic virtues could not be expected from 
thousands of people who had not ing to lose. 
and it was no use talking about the rights 
of property as long as the elementary rights 
of man were ignored. 

What a terrible indictment of their so- 
called civilisation lay in the fact that it was 
left to bombs and other instruments of war 
to blow to pieces the slums which had so far 
heen a festering sore in so many communities! 
They could applaud the destruction of those 
slums were it not that so many thousands of 
innocent human beings were» blown into 
eternity with them. The least the. masses 
had a right to expect following the slum 
clearance at so ghastly a price in human life 
was that new housing schemes would be of a 
type suitable for the reasonable needs of the 
people.

It is clear from the correspondence between 
the banks and the association and the banks 
and their officials that the banks (despite the 
statement to the contrary in the article pub- 
lished on their behalf last Saturday) are 
seeking to avoid a settlement by arbitration, 
and are relying instead on a threat of dis- 
missal to their employés individually, thus 
failing to honour their agreement to deal with
